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INTRODUCTION 



Characteristics of the Program 

The aduh basic and secondary education program 
administered by^ the U,S. Office .of .Education was 
established ^under the* Adult Education Act of 1966, 
This program offers to. persons 16 years ^ of age and 
olde'r the c/pport unity to overcome English^anguage 
difficulties ^nd attain reading, writing, and computa- 
tional .skills through the 12th-grade level of compe- 
tence. The program also offers students. the oppor- 
tunityHo earn a high schc^l'diploma. 

Each of tlve 50 States, the District of Columbia, and 
^ Qi/tlying ^reas^> has, established and operates adult 
basic and secondary education programs, funded in 
part by the Office 5f Education. 

To participate in the flinding program^ each'State^or 
*other area, (except the Trust Territory of the Pacific 
Islands) must provide at least 10 percent of program 
costs ind retain total responsibihty for plannin 
supervisory services, teacherlraining, curriculum devel- 
opment, evaluation, and all essential services for 
enrollees through the is4i grade. In fiscal year 1975, 
each State, the District qf Columbia, and five ©utlying 
arpas conducted axiult basic and secondary level edfica- 
tion programs. As a convention, ^ the .United States 
together with outlyin'g areas are termed "aggregate 
^ United States." 

The Office of Education also awards grants to 
schools, colleges, universities, and public and private 
nonprofit ^organizations ^ for special projects and 
teachj^^training projects. The act also authori^s direct 
s^i^mCts with institutions and organizatio(is to ^ 
velopHie(v te^acher- training techniques.' . j 



*pn June 30, 1969, the minimum age limitation was 
reduced from 18 to 16 years by the Vocational Education 
Amendment^ of 1968. The collection instrument included the 
new minimum foiithe first time for fiscal year 1971. 

'American Samoa, Guam, Puerto Rico, the Trust Territory 
of the Pacific Isiands, and the Virgin Islands. 



Data in This Repoi^t^ 

Thjj^ report on these programs is divided into two 
sections: (I) a short one on 5 years of summary 
statistics, and" (2) mor^^et'ailed fiscal' year 1975 
statistics; The 5-year sununa^ provides some historical 
•perspective. Most of the, data were compiled from the 
annual program reports (see appendix) submitted by 
each State or other area. Data are presented for the 
aggregate United States and each State^or other area. 
While' attempts were made tp compare fiscal year 1975 
data with ^hose of previous years, revisions *in the 
report form limited some of the. comparisons. * 

The 1972 change lowering the minimum age of 
students served fi;om 18 .to I G' years complicated 
comparisons between data for the 1971-75. period and 
those for earlier 5-y^ar periods, ^so changed were face 
or « ethnic groupings and the definitions of ' grade 
equivalents for the three instructional levels. Re- 
searchers analysing trends should note these changes. 

National Advisory Council on Adult Education 

The-Nation4 Advisory Council on Adult Education 
operates under provisions of Public Law 91 -230, as 
amended, title Hi of the Adult Education Act, section 
311. The Council consists of IS members, including a 
chairman and vice chairman, and operates through 
workiog committees. The Council advises the Com- 
missioner of Educaftion on general regulations and 
pohcy in "Ihe administration of the .adult education 
title. The *Couj)cil atso advises OE on p^)iyt^ qnfl 
procedures governing the approval of State plans, 
ensures the coordination^ of adult-education programs 
under the 'title, and examit^es other programs offering 
adult-education activities and ^rvices. The legislative 
charge to the Council include^ a review of the 
administration and effectiveness of adult-education 
^programs spoilsored underUhe title, recommendations, 
and an annual report to the President. In fiscal year 
1974, the Council developed a publication ^titled A 
Target Population in Adult Education, which provides 
evidence of the education, work, and economic* needs 
'of aJarge proportion of the Nation's adult population. 
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RVE YEARS OF ADULT BASIC AND^ECONDARY EDUCATION, 
, ^FISCAL YEARS ^471-75 



This section presents a sununary of statistics for five ^ 
consecutive Federal fiscal years, ending with 1975,, 
Data for this section, and for the entire publication, 
come from annual program reports submitted by the 
States or other areas. 

In theae 5 years, .4.5 million persons received 
training under the Adult Education Act, as shown in ' 
table 1. Enrollments in the more recent years were , 
higher than in fiscal y,ears 1971 and 1972. Over 27 
percent of the participants during the 5-year period 
1971-74 were recorded for 1975^ ' ' 

Women have consistently provided most Qf those 
served by adiilt basic education programs, with, only 
slight deviations from year to year.' 



As might be anticipated the percentage of persons 
Under 25 participating^in adult basic education has 
increased -since 1972, when amendments to the act 
made persons between 16 and 18 eli^ble for en-, 
rollment in federally'' aided programs, ^The largest 
cumulative decline ih proportion of participants is for 
those a^ed 35 to 54, This decline also reflects the fact 
that many in this age bracketnmay have already been 
Served by the'progrim. 

No attempt was made to compare flfiancial daU for 
fiscal years '1974 and 1975 with those from earlier 
years because .the form for refcrting fiscal data was 
changed, ' . ' 
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ADULT BASIC AND SEGONDARY EDUCATION, FISCAL YEAR 1975- 



Statistics- in this section were obtaiiieti from the 
Aduk Basic .and Secondary Education program reports 
Cdj: fiscal year 1975. Each State or other area files this 
form'.afinually with DE through its appropriate regional 
office. 

Rartidpation 

As shown in table 1,. adult' education programs 
^ funded under 'Public Law 91-230 served over 1.2 
million persons in fiscal year 197^, an increase of 26.4 
percent over the 9^5,000 participating in fiscal year 
1974. Thiee States accounted for 28 percent of the 
enrollment: California, with 155,190 participants; 
, South Carolina, 85,422; and Texas', 101 ,254. This total 
of almost 342,000 probably included a'high proportion 
of the 270,000 participants- of Hispanic origin shown in 
chart' 1 and table 2. Both the Carolinas (North 
Carolina, with' 83,434, and^ South Carolina, \^Hth 
8^22 participants) reported considerably higher en- 
rollments than many larger States, such as New York, 
with 58,016, and Illinois, with 64,444 particjparits. 

Women's Participation 

As in the past years, women constitutjd substan- 
tidlly more than half (55 percent) ofahe adult basic 
and secondary education participants. Table 3 shows

It shows, for eJ^ampl^^^ thdt 64,979 persons 
entered high school; 88,689 passed the General Educa- 
tional Development (GED) test for high school gradua* 
tion equivalency; and 89,109 enrolled in "other

These -required preparation of 
reports on program participants' j)ersonal achieve- 
ments, including registering to vote for the first 
time, obtaining U.S. citizenship or a driver's license, 
and completing training in how to complete income 
, tax returns. Table 12 shows the number;? of persons 
. reported to have attained the^e personal objectives. 

Economic Status 

^ A major goal of most e4ucational programs is to 
assist participants' economic as well as personal de- 
velopment. Jable 13 shows the job status of those 
who participated in adult basic and secondary edu- 
cation programs. Of those for whom this infor- 
mation was provided, 42 percent were employed, 37 
percent unenij|)loyed, and 10 percent on public wel- 
fare roles.' More important may be the 16.954 per- 
sons who left the pfibhc-welfare rolls after partici- 
pating in the program: Also, aided were 64,034 
persons who obtained employment ^ after partici- 
pating, and the 38,138 who had been employed but 
who received better jobs. ^

Classroom and Other Characteristics 

The fact that a substantial number of adult 'basic 
and'secondary education classes are conducted in other 
than traditional school settings is sho>Vn in table^ 24, 
25, and 26, Table 24 is a summary table and tables 25 
and 26 present data for daytime and evening classes, 
respectively. 

Three ?jdditional tables in this report are new to the 
series-taMes 27, 28, and 29, Tables 27 and 28 show 
data for^ institutionalized persons and persons of 
limited English'-speaking ability, whereas tabte 29 
reports the number of section 309 projects funded by 
.the Stat^ or otl^r area agency, 
. As presented in table 27, enrollment figures for 
institutionalized pepens in ^adult basic and secondary 
education prpgt^ms were 49,1^8 and 15,196. respec- 
tively. Ttt^e were 213^23 enrollees in programs for 
persons of hmited English-speaking abflity, with Cali- 
^fornia programs composing 47 percent of the, total,.

Data for , tables '27,^ 28, and 29 were taken* from 
supplementary performance reports that the States and 
other areas submitted to the Office of Education, 
Typically, as 1975 was 'the first ye^r these reports were 
required .some States or other areas did not reply. 

Readers , of this series of reports are reminded that 
they will not find fiscal data^for 1974 and 1975 in this 
report. Ae inconsistent^ among ^heJata that the 
various States and other areas provided were such that 
no statistically reliable series of ^yes could be 
developed. With^the continued use 6f the new format 
for fiscal y^ar 1976, more reliable reporting is antici- 
pated for this area.
